The War News. 
The spontiinooua dceliiratioQ of 
■war by Prussia and Italy againet 
Austria on tho 18Ut of Juno bans 
ishes tho last hope ot poaoo j kindloB 
tho torch of destruction ; and slipa 
tho dogs of cruol, dovastullng war on 
poacoful Central Germany. Tho small 
Gorman kingdom ot Saxony, lying liko 
a -wodgo between Austria and Prnseia, 
has boon tho firatto fool tho blighting 
effects of tho contest. Tho Saxon 
array is believed to havo ofl'octod a 
junction with tho Austriana in Boho- 
mia, while tho Prussians, after occu^ 
pying tho citj' of Dresdon, have swept 
down liko an avahinche upon Bohe- 
mia, on tho frontiers of which it is 
probablo tho first groat battle will bo 
fought. Tho Austrian demonstration 
on Silosia is designed to conceal tho 
real objoct, which is to throw forward 
a great body of troops to oheok tho 
march of the PrasBians aoroBS the 
Bohemian frontier. The smaller Ger- 
man States are a unit in favor of Aus'^ 
tria, and although fearing her ability to 
contend 'succeasfally agaiast her powi 
erful enemies, are impelled to this 
stand from motives of self-prcsor-^ 
vation. They have read the plan of 
Yon Bismarck and his allies for tho 
"reconstruction" of Germany, in which 
it is charitably deBigned to take all 
Germany ander tho fostering care of 
Pranee and Frnssia, aod to convert 
phlegmatic Datohmen into vivaotons 
IFrencbmen and choleric PrnasfanB, 
The Italian armies crossed the Miaoio 
and invaded Tenetia on the 23d nit. 
They met with no opposition. Yiotor 
Bmmanael followed closely in the rear 
of his troops and established himself 
;at Oremona. within easy coromanioa- 
tion of the border, and the Italian 
oommander may be even now than- 
dering ,away at ione of the objective' 
poiats of the famous Quadrilateral. 
The' motives for this^war are plainly 
discernible. Three ambitious Powers 
are seekibg .to., extend their, territory 
at the expepBe of several less -ambi- 
tions neighbors. Fran oe wants the 
BUenish Provinces, and perhaps Switz- 
erland ; Italy wants Yenice and Tyrol, 
and would not object to recovering 
Trieste, the principal port of Austria ; 
Prussia hungers and thirsts to swal- 
low up the lessor German States, re- 
duce the area and. consequently- the 
power of her late ally, Austria, and 
construct out of the botorogoDOOus 
mass ot small States a homogenous 
German Empiro with ports on tho 
Atlantic ocean and tho Baltic >Soa, 
With thosoaltorations ofFoctod, Franco, 
Italy and Prussia may defy tho rap^ 
idly increasing power of Eussia — a 
otion that sooner or later will do8> 
troy the barrier that Turkey now in- 
terposes to her march to tho Mediter- 
ranean — and present a bold front in 
opposition to any mo.vement that may 
bo made by other powers against tho 
integrity of Europe. Tho position 
that Great Britain will occupy in the 
forthcoming struggle, it is difficult at 
present to divine; but wo bolievo that 
no obstacle will bo offered to tho move- 
ments now on tlio tapis. England's 
truest policy in tho present crisis, is 
to stand aloof and watch tiio great 
game ot chess that is about to be 
played on tho facet of tho European 
Continent.

LAST NIQHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Italy Invades Yenetia, ^ud Prus- 
sia Enters. jioUemia. 

IIai.ifax, July 2 — The steamer Cubn, 
from Liverpool, i;ia Queenslown, on the 24tL, 
has arrived. 

The Italian army croasod iho Mincio, on 
23d, and onlered Venotin unopposed. 

Tho Prussians left a Birull garrison in 
Dresden, and murohod into JJohemia wiihout 
rosistonce. A slight collision liud ocourrud 
between the Austrians ai:d Pruasiuns in 
Silesia, when the former retired. Tho Prug- 
sinns have entered Austriar. Sileein. 

St. Petersburg advices deny ihnt there has 
been any movement of Russian troops, and 
says that Don-iDtervention ooatiDues to bo 
tbo polioy of Busiia. Nolhiog aulbenlic has 
boon made kapnp of commnnioatioa by 
Franca to Austria,' but the Vicnua press 
says France denies havicg made any agrco- 
meol with Prussia, ond if Austria docs not 
riienaco the existing Ivingdoni of Ilaly. aiul, 
if BuccHsgliil, does not ndvunce boyonti iMiliiii, 
Franco will not interfere, but will assist in 
tbo conclusion of a delinite peace, and will 
furtbar propose lo Ilaly to pay indemnity for 
Au9lrian exponses for war. 

The Paris Boarss closed uusoltled at G2 
francs 85o. 

Liverpool cotton market closed, 23d, wilh 
an advance of and 3 penco. Under fa 
vorablo advices from India, Uplands wus 
Quoted at 13>^. Breadsiufls inaoiivo, but 
nrm.. Provisions quiet and steady, (tin- 
sels closed on Saturday nt 80 ' i and SU-'y 
lor money ; 5:20'a 6(}(7i'G6}.<. 

Victor Emmanuul had issuod a stirriiiy 
inaniferilo to Iho Italians, in which hu re- 
capitulates tho efleota of tho lust war on 
Italy, acd reiterates that for supremo reasons 
the noble Province of Veuctiu was then al . 
lowed to remain in the hands of the Aiis' 
triaos, but that a favorable opportunity bad 
DOW arrived to aocompliab the iadepcndcnce 
of Venetio from Aastiian rule. Hs charges 
Aasiria with having assiiined'a bostile and 
threatening allitude on the Italian frontiers, 
to disturb the pacific task of reorganization 
in Italy, and ho had replied by tailing up 
arms, but bo neverlhclcsa sliowed a desire for 
peace by ocoepting a proposal for confer- 
enoe. Austria liaving refused, all'ords Iroah 
proof that if she confides in her strength, 
she does not rely equally upon Iho good- 
neas of her cause and her right. The man- 
ifesto ooooludos with a patriotic declaration 
of assnrunce tbnt Italy has tbo sympathy of 
Eorope, and he bands over the Uovernment 
of the State to the Prioces of (jlaeta. Post- 
nanfifo of Pellistro, Orfiand and Saa Marino. 
Victor Emmanuel has also is.susd a procla- 
mation to tho National Guards, conlidin;: to 
them the guardianship of public security and 
order. 

Victor Emmanuel loft for the camp on iho 
21st, and was received enthusiastically. 
He bad ovations on bis way. Ha arrived 
at Oremooa on the same' day. 
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Ilniti'd Sliites. 
Leavenworth, July 2 — ricnutor Jamca II. 
Lane shot himself through the head last 
evening, in this city, and died to-day. 

Washinglon, July 2 — In the House, Mr 
Banks introduced a bill establishing condi- 
tions for the admi.^sion uf Nova Scolia, Xuw 
Brunowick, Uiiiiada Ivi.st and Canada West 
into tho Union a.s .Slate.s, and for tlio oryan- 
i:2ation of tho 'riirritoiios of Solkirk, Saa- 
katohowan and Columbia by proclamation 
by the Prealdent, whenever u nonce ia do- 
posited in iho Doparimoni of Stalo thai the 
Government ol Groat IJritain and Provinces 
havo accepted tho prnpositioos muda !o the 
second section, which are to assume the 
Provincial debt, including ten milliona to 
the Hudson Bay Oorapany.

New York, July t-'.- Steaincr Bremen, 
from Southampton, 20ih, has arrived. 

Prussia on tho I8th, lormally declared war 
against Anstria ; Italy aUo the samo day de- 
olared war. The UMlranee of the Prussians into 
Saxony was proeoded by a formal declaration 
of war agains ttbu kingdom. Tho King of 
Saxony responded, by a proclamation, to bis 
faithfal people, and left Dresdon to join the 
army in Bohemia. 

It is rnmore.i that Saxony has ofloolcd u 
jUDOtion with tho Auslriann, and tbut the 
Prussians occupied Drcsilon — havo over- 
run tho onliro kingdom, and uru rushing to 
Bohemia. 

Tho Austrians had made n dcinonslration 
on tho Sulo.Hiaii frontier, near Noisse, oud tho 
eutry uf tho Austrians into Saxony was 
hourly expected, Tho King of Ilanovcr had 
joiDed the army at Getlingcn.

The following extract from a letter re- 
ceived from a trustworthy gentleman on 
French Creek, we are kindly pormittod to 
lay before oor readers by a gentleman now 
in this city. The inlelligcoce is most'aseful : 
French Creek, June 13, 18GG. 
The mines, you must know beforH now, 
have not turned out us wo expeolcd ; that i.s, 
they are not shallow digging.s. .Neillier are 
they easily worked. On tho contrary, though 
not so deep as Cariboo, they aro expansive ; 
and the working of them is attondod with 
much labor, caused in a great measure by 
the number and size of the boulders that have 
to be handled. So far, however, we have no 
reason to donbt their richness. Of conrse, 
wilh such an unusually late season, we were 
all too early in the field. Thoso who havo 
returned giviiiir such wretched accounts of 
the country, in xnont instances, havo never 
seen it ; while others who came lo the mines 
were obliged to leave from want of mentis, 
scarcity of provinione, and the quantity of 
8Q0W on tho ground, which rendered pros 
pooling au impossibility. Again, those who 
had claims have been unable to prospect them 
to any advantage, owing to tho high stage of 
the water in the creeks. Thus, one may 
about say that we are in possession of little 
more information than we had last fall. 
Nothing could bo moro dull and dreary than 
it has been so far ; but 1 really think wo have 
seen tbo worst of it. Some eight or ton com- 
panies have cotumenced to lake out gold 
within the last week, and at least as niiiiiy 
more will bo at work within the ne.xt ten 
days, and every man who has got a claim if 
sanguine. The lead has been lapped in this 
creek along a distance of a mile and a quarter 
from the town. This gives them redoubled 
confidence and courage to psrseveie. 
On the other hand, I cannot, at the preaent 
momoot, sec that wc hava any immediate 
reason for supposing that oar gold fields at 
Big Bend will bo very cxten.sivo; for th(! 
simple reason that wo havo not a .so IliciL-ii t 
number ol nion left to pusli out c.vieusivo 
prospecting. IJut a iliscovory at any mo- 
rnonl would, from Iho acccssibilily of the 
place, bring back moat of tho men wo have 
find hero this spring. As it is, a very liir!;i) 
amount of money will be taken out of Iho 
two creeks that are being worked (MoCul- 
och's and French.) 

Tho poor fellows who have been hero this 
season deserve all they get, for Ihoy havo had 
a hard time of it. 1 have known whole coni- 
panioa live for weeks on flour and buun.s, 
and very littio of that. Kvcu to-day, lllh 
June, flour is Belling for 60 cents per lb., and 
bacon from SI 25 to $1 RO. 'i'ha trail from 
Seymour will, however, bo opon in n ftnv 
days, [sinco reported open for truflic — En. J 
and it is to bo hoped thot some of our own 
merchants will send in supplies. Had it 
not been for the Colnmbia River steamer 
" 49," wo should have starved.

June. The tot»l amount of revenue being 
5125,985 10 against an ezpenditare of 
8126,00 95. 

THE LOAN BILL. 

Tlio Hnuso went inlo commitleo on thia 
bill — Dr Trimble, who ilion entered, tiiiiing 
the chair. « 

In reply to a queslion of Mr DeCosmoa, 
..^ thQ Speaker said the Loan bill intended to 
' ibp'ply the present necessities of the Govern.^ 
neat and to enable it to be carried on until 
the supplies arc passed, Tba bill ould be 
taken up before the Batimates were passed. 

Mr Young did not think the amoant suDi- 
cieut, now ihol two month's eulary were due, 
and the House wouW only be called tipon 
to paBB another eim.lu- bill. 

The Speaker ibouRht tbo bill would cnrry 
the Executive ihrougli its present dilliculties. 

Dr Ash would refuse to vote for auy in 
demnity btll until certain returns which had 
been aeked for Nvcre eupplicd. 

Dt Belmckeo said instead of ebilly shallyi. 
ing and dilly dalljiog it would be hotter for 
the House to say at once that it would Dot 
vote the supplies at all, and that it aboald bo 
dissolved. The present sbiUing about of the 
House and starling out with five hundred 
diileioiu^uestiooa at once did more harm 
than anyihing dee. (Hear, hear ) 

Mr DeCosmoa agreed with the previous 
Speaker, and did not feel disposed to have 
bia time taken up in this manner. If the 
Hoaaa was going to vote eupplies let the 
auktter bfitfiRlDgbt up and disposed of. (Hear, 
bear.) v 

J, Mr Young put the case of a person paying 
.ik ium of money for'ia^apeoifio purpose and 
' baring a suspicion that the money bad been 
wrongly applied, and then being asked lo 
grant an indemnity without proper inquiry. 

Mr Pidwell said ihw House was taking up 
time by mixing up two or three mutters, and 
injury was being done by the dolay. Two 
'month's salary were uow duo to olfioials, and 
n case had been brought to his knowledgu of 
BD iiDfortUDbla man with a wile and family 
vrbo tadjeceived no pay Tor two oiontba and 
wot Mr»»hg,'liav!bg'had nothing to eat for 
eeveral days. 

Dr Ash maintained that the items asked 
for could be very readily and easily supplied, 
and bo would eiate that be had heard that 
part of the money borrowed from the Bank 
WBB for the purpose ol tupplying the Crown 
Lands Innd. The House had a ri^ht to the 
information, and it should be supplied before 
voting the supplies. 
* Dr Dickson thought that hon. raemborH in 
gtylqg expression to their views and convio- 
tidnB, should receive credit from those who 
differed with Ihom, for good motives. He 
was also e nil bled to assert that part of ^tbe 
money borrowed Irom the bank had been de- 
voted lo paying the Onvernot's and Colonial 
Beoretary's saliiries. We had also been given 
lounderalard that the Clovernor's salary hud 
been paid up. Ho pointed out apparent d 
orepancies in tho Crown Land relurris. 

Dr Tolmio thought Iho hon. gentleman in 
Aloairing that credit should bu j;ivcu for good 
jnoiive.T should go a step furiher, and give 
the Goveinmenl credit for good motives. 
(Uear.) Surmiies were not foots. Ho should 
not limit himself to back-door reports. 

Dr Dickson— What do you mean by back 
dooil' 

Dr Tolmio— Stato your authority for your 
assertionH. 

Dr Dickson- Give your authority for con 
tradiotiog them. (Laughter ) I stale attain 
that Cbe Crown Lands lie venue ia put down 
at 86000, and the expenditure SGOOO ; thia 
wa| manifestly wrong, and the account was 
false. 

Dr Tolmie proceeded to show that on the 
6tb of June a resolution was passed authoriz ' 
ing tbe loan of $90,000, and directing a bill 
of indomnity to bo brought in. He thought 
the Ilouaa was in honor bound to pass the 
Dill, und the aooner it was done unci liniu 
aoved the better, No details were n^sked lor 
by that resolution. 

Dr Dickson referred to the rninules for an 
address which he hud made, asking for dc-' 
ilailiof expenditure.

• Dr llolmckun who not abusing the 
Uouso, but instead of hon. niemhi rs uoniiiig 
there and making assertions, let iiiom stato 
facts which they can prove. Ho really feared 
that there was some justice in the sarcasm 
about the House incumbating for niuo 
monlLs, and tbo sooner it was dissolved the 
belter. 

0r Aflh— Does, tlio huu. ypoaker mean mo? 
Dr IJelnicUen— J do not mean nny hon, 
monibor in particular. Tliu hon. jii'iilKMnan 
is very eaptiuua and ecnsitiv,; this point,

Pl.Asb said be did not think that ho was 
ealted nponto advance lbs proof when he 
madtifda aisertion.

Dr Holmckeu proceeded to object to such 
assertionB and inueridoes, which involved 
ebarges of i\ sorious nutuio.

Tbe Police Enquiry. 

Tbo Oomraittee appointed to enquire into 

tho management of tho Police Department, 
consisting of Messrs MoCluro (Cliairmun), 
Trimble and I'idwell, sat yealcrduy at 11 
o'clock, u. ni , with open doors, for tlio pur- 
pose of taking ovidonco and enquiring into 
tho condiliou and management of tho Police 
DepartmcDi. As the proceedings of the. two 
previous sittings have not yet been made 
public, we can at present only present our 
readers with yesterday's ex parte evidence. 

Ex-Consiable McEwan. — (Examination 
continued.) 1 recollect dislinetly an nrdi?r 
being given that no person was lo bo aJ- 
milted within the gaol except oflicers con- 
nected will) tho Inrco ; recollect nionlion 
being made of JVlr Pemberton ns one of the 
nuM.bcr of persons prohibited from entering, 
e.vcept by special authority of tlio Superin- 
tendent or Mr Welch ; or in tfia event of 
neither of them being in, a blank form, signed 
by Mr Hankin, was left to be filled up by 
one of the Sergeants on duty; there was n 
direct order to include Mr Pemberton, and 
the Magistrate's clerk, Mr Theakslono, in tho 
general prohibition ; I was under sick certili- 
catcs of Dr Halincken tor about i fortnight 
while I was in the force ; Mr Hunldn nevor 
came lo sea me, nor did ho ever send me nny 
wine ; the order given lo men on heals to 
remain on one side of tbo street and not lu 
speak to any person, interfered matorially 
with the proper performance of our duties; 
[ can give ao example of the way In which 
Mr Ilankiu has sometimes spoken to the 
oflicors of the force ; oiie of the Constablep, 
in January last, refused to take the feet of a 
drunken man upon bis shonldcra, bconuso 
they were covered with dirt: Mr Uarkin told 
U8 on purudo on Sunday morning, that if 
he were to tell ua to put a prisoner's feet 
down our throat, he would let us know thai 
we had to do it ; " be told us that we were a 
'' luzy, idle lot ; that we came into the force 
hungry and ragged and ware getting fat and 
auucy ; " the town duties were much moie 
elilclenily performed under Mr Smith than IVlr 
Hankin, and there were moro people in Mr 
Smith's time ; there were fewer rohhariss 
and moro o( them detected ; now there are 
nothing but a round of robberies night after 
night ; without alluding to his private aQaira, 
I consider that Mr Smith was a very yrod 
ofTicer ; it requires only a plain, practical 
mon to superintend tlio Police ; tho I'olico 
have nol as comfortable quarters as they had 
formerly ; Mr Hankin and Mr Hill occupy 
moro of the up.iJtairs apartments than Mr 
Smith did ; IVlr Smith bad no canatable to 
perform the duties performed by Mi Hill ; 
he did them bimselft bu) .Bomellmea when 
very busy he had va oflioer to assist him ; 
Mr Hill keeps Mr Hankln's books and tho 
accounts of the i^lice Deparlraout ; he has 
nothing to do with clothing or llio jail; the 
Jailor, I believe, keeps the jail accounts ; 
Mr Hankin could vary easily keep the 
accounts himself; IVlr. Welch does 
little or nothing— in fact one docs 
little, the other less ; whatever might 
happen, we never saw Mr Welch in the 
prison before 10 a. m., unless sent for; Mr 
Hankin gave orders that no one was to go 
up stairs for bim on business before 10 a. m. 
and aficr 6 p. m ; I never leraerabar meeting 
Mr Welch on my beat' after 1 o'clock in the 
morning, but once or twice ; I don't see why 
ono man could not perform llie duties ol the 
two Fuperior officers ; Mr Welch does most 
of what .Mr Hankin has to do; while Mr 
Pemberton was Commissioner, Mr Smith 
did ihe dutiea now performed by Mr Hankin 
and Mr Welch ; if Mr Weleh did duly ns 
Sergeant, he would take bis watch and bu up 
aa long as the men ; the way the force is now 
constituted, I think the detective system 
would be the best means of detecting crime; 
Iho oflieera during my time wore perfectly 
willing and an.vious to do iheir duly if en- 
couraged ; Mr Hankin, I uulievo, arrosted 
John JJnlls onco, but I do not know ol nny 
oilier arrest mado by him ; ho weni out with 
oflicers Wilmer and Taylor, when tho Chinii- 
men wore arrested for the Copland robbery, 
but I don't know who arrested them ; the 
police were several times scat out in plain 
clothes to entiap pub Ho bouses ; I have 
known money to pass indirectly from the 
police lu enable Indians to pnrobase liquor ; 
it has been a general practice sanctioned by 
the heads of department for some yoare,
